A ‘Privilege in Reverse’ 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

The attack of vour Edward F 
Woods upon the depletion allow- 
ance for oil production follows a 
line which does little credit to you 

Any serious study of this subject 
soon discloses a fact known to all 
tax men. That is simply that an oil 
property is a capital asset and that 
the oil-production business is pri- 
marily that of selling a capital as- 
set—and Congress has decreed that 
only one-half of the gain from the 
sale of a capital asset held more 
than six months shall be taxed 


This is not a special provision for 
any special interest. It is a general 
provision which applies to every 
individual, including oil men. Con- 
gress has said, in effect, that if a 
farmer sells his farm at a proiit, 
then he should be taxed on only 
one-half that profit. In exactly the 
same way, the owner of an oil prop- 
erty is taxed on only one-half: of 
the profit he would realize from the 
bulk sale of the whole property 

m * * 

Now. it is difficult to see any sub- 
stantial difference between a sale 
involving all of the oil in place and 
the sale of the same oil a barrel at 
a time. but the Internal Revenue 
Code does make a distinction and 
treats them differently 

It tells the oil men, in effect: “If 
vou sell all of the oil in place, you 
may deduct 50 per cent of the profit 
and pay tax on the remainder. How- 
ever. if vou produce this oil and 
<ell it on top of the ground, then 
vou mav deduct only 27.5 per cent 
of*the gross selling price, but still 
nat more than the 50 per cent of 
net profit which is allowed for a 
capital sale.” Actually, the 27.5 per 
cent provision is not an added bene- 
fit but is a limitation, or ceiling, 
which reduces a benefit. 

Considering that the capital gains 
treatment is provided for everyone 
else. this limitation, applied only to 
producers of natural resources, 
would seem to be “special privi- 
lege” in reverse. A good case could 
bewnade for depletion at a straight 
sie cent of net profit without 
the® 27.5 per cent limitation.

Keeping in mind that the taxpay- 
er can sell out for capital gain at 
any time, the fallacy of Mr. Woods’ 
illustration becomes apparent. He's 
states that under the condition of 
his illustration, “the owner would 
deduct $1,375,000 from his income 
tax.” This is not correct. The de- 
duction would be from taxable in- 
come, not from the tax. The two 
things are not the same 

Actually, the 27.5 per cent provi- 
slon merely restores a part of the 
capital gains benefits which a tax- 
paver must relinquish if he is to 
keep and produce his own oil. De- 
nial of that provision would practi- 
cally force the small producer to 
sell out. Oil production would grav- 
itate to the stronger, established 
companies—but it would not in- 
crease tax collections.

A Chance to Win 


Washington reports indicate that reorganiza- 
tion of the nation’s complicated defense machin- 
ery may ‘be accomplished with less difficulty 
than had first been expected 

The top-level group of reorganization consul- 
tants helping Secretary of Defense Neil McEl- 
roy prepare recommendations for President 
Eisenhower is made up of exceptionally well- 
qualified men. And while their thinking does 
not have to conform to that of the President, 
their basic views do coincide in large measure 
with. the main points that Mr. Eisenhower has 
advanced from time to time. 

These consultants, whose spade work should 
play a major part in the reform program, include 
two former chairmen of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. Gen. Omar Bradley and Adm. Arthur 
Radford, and the present chairman, Gen. Nathan 
Twining. Their long military service, topped 
by Pentagon duty where much of the confusion 
and the service rivalry have come to a head, 
points up their qualifications. The three civil- 
jans include two who were assistant secretaries 
of defense under former President Truman, Wil- 
liam C. Foster and Charles A. Coolidge, and 
Nelson A. Rockefeller, sponsor of the recent 
committee report on military aspects of national 
security 

\ few days ago this group was strongly but- 
tressed by addition of Gen. Alfred M. Gruen- 
ther who became head of the Red Cross 
after his retirement. The late James Forrestal, 
who was the first Secretary of Defense, called 
Gruenther his “principal military adviser” and 
used him constantly as his intermediary in deal- 
ing with the chiefs because of his “real ability” 
in “achieving resolution of differences.”

President Eisenhower has said that he is de- 
termined to end all harmful service rivalries 
and to achieve whatever reorganization may be 
The Johnson Preparedness subcom- 
mittee, after an exhaustive inquiry devoid of 
political overtones, pointed to reorganization 
as one of the most pressing issues to be laid be- 
fore the Senators. The Gaither committee re- 
port, which the Administration has kept secret

The Rockefeller report listed three major de- 
fects in the Defense Department: the roles of 
the services no longer conform to the new mili- 
tary facts; the dual nature of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff prevents a “comprehensive and coherent 
strategic doctrine” for the nation; the Secretary 
of Defense is so overloaded that it is impossible 
for him to do his job properly. 

The Rockefeller committee, in its suggestions 
for reforms, made sharp distinction between 
strategic planning and command as-eompared 
with logistical operation and military admin- 
istration. For the first area, it advocated a sin- 
gle chief, aided by a planning staff, who would 
be principal adviser to the Secretary of Defense 
The second area would be turned over to the 
military chiefs of services and the civilian serv- 
ice secretaries. Operational forces would be 
formed into unified commands of all services 
for specific missions. All general officers above 
brigadier would drop their service identification 
and be simply “officers of the armed forces” as 
a means of helping to eliminate interservice 
rivalry.

President Eisenhower has shown that he {fs 
aware of these problems and others and that, 
generally speaking, he is in favor of reforms 
along the lines of those suggested above. But 
after Secretary McElroy and his consultants 
hand their program to President Eisenhower, 
and after he acts upon it, the real battle will 
develop. There usually are vigorous and even 
acrimonious differences of opinion between 
Executive and Congress on military programs. 
This time the storm clouds have already gathered.

Services Committee, for instance, has some long- 
standing convictions that are contrary to some 
reorganization proposals, as, for instance, the 
single chief of all the services. A stiff fight is 
to be expected if the single chief idea should 
reach Vinson and his powerful committee with 
roots going back into the services themselves. 

But the President has been told by some of 
his warmest admirers that he can have just 
about any kind of reorganization and unification 
program that he desires if he is willing to carry 
his case to the people. Since there is so much 
Support for re-establishing the Defense Depart- 
ment on the proper basis, as evidenced in the 
committee reports, congressional hearings and 
Statements of such capable mén as Secretary 
McElroy and his consultants, it appears that 
President Eisenhower has only to push on de- 
terminedly for the reforms he wants. 

After the intense interest he has shown, ant 
with the military record he has won, it is to be 
expected that President Eisenhower will exert 


himself to the utmost to win this campaign for 
a rejuvenation of the Defense Department.

For a Qualified Man 
It is reported from Washington that I. Jack 
Martin, an administrative assistant to President 
Eisenhower since 1953, has set his cap for a va- 
cant judgeship on the Federal Court of Cus- 
toms and Patent Appeals. It is also reported 
that the patent bar of the District of Columbia 
is strongly opposed to the idea of giving Mr. 
Martin a White House appointment to a life- 

time seat which pays $25,000 a year. 


The reason is plain enough: I, Jack Martin, 
according to Washington correspondent Anthony 
Lewis of The New York Times, has never prac- 
ticed patent law. In view of the fact that there 
is no more complex, complicated, technical field 
of law than patent law, it ought to be obvious 
that Mr. Martin, were he to be appointed, could 
not be expected to carry his full share of the 
work of this important bench.

Britain's Liberals Live in Hope 

Britain's Liberal party has only five Commons 
seats among 627. The party has not had a 
Prime Minister since David Lloyd George in 
World War I. But the party lives in hope, and 
in recent special elections the Liberals have 
done better than expected. In the North Eng- 
land textile city of Rochdale, a good many dis- 
gruntled Conservatives switched to the Liberal 
candidate, Ludovic Kennedy, and in effect cre- 
ated a victory for the Laborite, Jack McCann. 

The Labor party cannot get too much satisfac- 
tion from this success, since it also lost votes. 
The Liberals were the only one of the three 
parties to gain in Rochdale, and they polled 35 
per cent of the votes. Mr. Kennedy, incidental- 
ly, is a television commentator whose wife is the 
ballerina and film star, Moira Shearer. It might 
be concluded that glamor has impressed itself 
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upon British politics, but more likely it was 
disapproval of “austerity.” 

No one is predicting that the Liberals wil! 
sweep the next general elections. But The Times 
predicts that Prime Minister Macmillan may be 
forced to call those elections before his term 
ends in 1960. As a third force, the Liberals are 
gaining a new power to defeat opposirfg candi- 
dates, if not to win for themselves.

Not the Last Word 


Defeat of the City Administration's anti-dis- 
crimination bill is a galling blow to those who 
had hoped the Aldermen might shed the igno- 
rance and timidity that have traditionally clothed 
their efforts in this field. 

Yet in this very defeat—the fourth in the 
last eight years—may be read the outlines of 
final victory. The margin of defeat has con- 
stantly grown smaller. Proponents mustered 13 
votes for the roll call on the measure, with 15 
necessary to assure passage in the 29-member 
Board. 

Analysis of that roll call suggests that those 
who favor an anti-discrimination ordinance can 
look to four particular wards for the two votes 
that they need to bring the city code into con- 
formity with the desires of most thinking St. 
Louisans—and with the needs of those who op- 
erate restaurants, hotels, theaters and similar 
places open to the public. 

Those four wards are the Democratic Seventh, 
Seventeenth and Twenty-first, and the Republi- 
can Twenty-fifth. Democratic Aldermen Leisure 
in the Seventh and Roddy in the Seventeenth 
voted No both this time and two years ago. They 
are the only two Aldermen whose constituency 
includes a sizable Negro minority who ignored 


. the rightful hopes and aspirations of that mi- 


nority; they cannot expect to be able to do so 
with impunity forever. 

Alderman A. Barney Mueller of the Twenty- 
first Ward also represents a sizable Negro mi- 
nority. He voted against that segment of his 
ward two years ago; this time he was the only 
absentee on the roll call, and from the point of 
view of proponents this had the effect of. a 
No vote. 

Democrats Edgar J. Feely of the Twentieth 
Ward and Clinton T. Watson of the Sixteenth, 
both areas of substantial Negro settlement, were 
absent two years ago. This time, significantly, 
they were present and voted Yes, and for that 
they deserve to be commended. 

The fourth ward in which proponents may 
be able to pick up support is the West End 
Twenty-fifth, now represented by Republican 
Joseph B. McDonald, who voted No. Two years 
ago the enlightened Democrat, William K. Gard- 
ner, represented this ward and put it on the 
side of the proponents. Many of the civic and 
other leaders of the city live in this ward and 
undoubtedly their sympathies lie with. the 
proponents. 

Actually, either party could tip the balance. 
The Democrats control the Board by a 25-4 mar- 
gin, and as a party they must assume responsi- 
bility for this failure to advance the cause of 
good human relations. Even so, under the cir- 
cumstance of the voting, the Republicans have 
little to cheer about. Only one of the four Re- 
publicans, William A. Stolar of the Twenty- 
eighth Ward, stood up for the measure. If only 
two others of his three G.O.P. colleagues had 
followed his lead the bill would have passed. 

This defeat is not the last word. The anti- 
discrimination bill will come up again and it 
will pass for it meets a need for fairness that 
cannot long be denied. 
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Mack vs. Schwartz 

Richard A. Mack says there is not a. word of 
truth in it. Mr. Mack is the Federal Communi- 
cations Commissioner charged under oath with 
having taken money as dubious “loans” from a 
representative of a Miami television company at 
about the time Mr. Mack voted for a channel 
for the company represented by his financial 
benefactor. 

So now it is Commissioner Mack's word 
against that of Dr. Bernard Schwartz, ousted 
former counsel and staff director of the House 
subcommittee investigating the independent reg- 
ulatory agencies. Mr. Mack ought to be given 
an opportunity forthwith to make his denial 
under oath before the same subcommittee to 
which the New York University law professor 
gave his testimony. Then it will be the business 
of the committee to find out who is telling the 
truth and to act accordingly. The subcommittee 
may very well have something to refer to a 
grand jury. 

One thing the Harris subcommittee, successor 
to the Moulder group, particularly needs to find 
out from Commissioner Mack and his associates 
on the FCC. Why did they overrule the recom- 
mendation of their expert examiner on the 
ground in Miami and grant the television chan- 
nel, not to the applicant approved by the exam- 
iner, but to the company represented by the 
lawyer who wrote so many checks to Commis- 
sioner Mack?

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Gov. Blair, Clear and Precise 

Gov. Blair has clarified his position on the 
St. Louis earnings tax enabling act. He is for 
giving St. Louis precisely what it wants—and 
what it must have if it is to remain solvent. He 
intends recommending repeal only of that sec- 
tion of the enabling act that limits the tax to 
one half of 1 per cent—not the entire act, as at 
first was feared from what he said at a press 
conference Wednesday. 

That the Governor moved immediately to 
clear up this misunderstanding is all to his 
credit, as well as to the best interests of St. 
Louis. Mayor Tucker and the Board of Alder- 
men now can devote their energies to lining up 
support for the proposed change among mem- 
bers of the. city’s legislative delegation to Jef- 
ferson City. The city’s legislators are the key 
to the situation. If they will support the meas- 
ure, outstate legislators undoubtedly will go 
along with them. 


In effect this bill would give St. Louisans 
complete personal “home rule” over the earnings 
tax rate. If it is to be raised—or in the future, 
lowered—only the people would be privileged 
to take that action. The rate now is imbedded 
ifthe City Charter, and the Charter can be 
amended only by a three-fifths favorable ma- 
jority. If three St. Louisans out of five are 
willing to raise the rate slightly, the Legislature 
should not stand in their way.

Curing the Mentally Ill Pays 


Mere Custodial Care Costs More in Dollars or Sense 


Drs. Alfred Paul Bay and Paul FE. 
Wilson of the Topeka (Kan.) State

The discerning official must look 
squarely at the facts on the cost of 
custodial care for mental patients if 
he honestly wishes to save the tax- 
payer money. 

Our mental hospitals’ population is 
growing about 15 per cent every six 
years. The tax burden swells accord- 
ingly. 

Will sound investment of additional 
money prevent increase in the average 
daily patient census, or better yet 

reverse this trend? 
Results of a study 
show that by spend-

per patient, more

Public Opinion a additions), it is 
possible to save 
money on the over- 
all mental hospital 
budget. Our study shows that by in- 
creasing substantially the amount 
spent per patient per day, the average 
population at Topeka State Hospital 
resulted in a diminishing growth 
curve, whereas in similar hospitals 
maintaining current average per pa- 
tient expenditure, the daily patient 
population increased. 

Today the average mental hospital 
in the United States is operating at 
$2.70 per patient. The American Psy- 
chiatric Association has stated that $5 
per patient per day is the absolute 
minimum for proper patient care. 

Many legislators and state officials, 
conscious of the need for better and 
more humane treatment of the men- 
tally ill, realize that their state budg- 
ets are quite inadequate to supply it. 

They would like to have their hos- 
pitals subscribe to the “minimum” 
A.P.A. standards, but how can they? 
With the constantly growing influx 
of patients and a generally low rate 
of discharge, their budgets are already 
bursting at the seams. 

Our study shows that on grounds 
of sheer economy alone, the current 
low “cost pér capita allocations for 
mental hospitals are unrealistic. The

study represents an analysis and sta- 
tistical breakdown of 22 representa- 
tive mental hospitals throughout the 
country. The hospitals were 1000-to- 
2000-bed institutions serving rural or 
semi-urban areas, rather than large 
cities, 

Every hospital showed a progres- 
sively increasing census for daily res- 
ident patients. The average popula- 
tion rose from 1708 in 1945 to 1858 in 
1954—an average increase of 9 per 
cent. Total admissions increased pro- 
gressively each year. In 1954, the to- 
tal admissions averaged 670. 

Personnel were found to be defi 
cient in staffing in all professiona! 
categories 

The 22 hospitals averaged only nine 
physicians for the average of 1858 
patients. According to A.P.A. stand- 
ards, a hospital of this size should 
have approximately 30 physicians. 

The most critical understaffing of 
all professional categories was in 
nurses. In 1954, the hospitals had an 
average of only 24 nurses, or one for 
every 78 patients. The A.P.A. stand- 
ard for the average hospital in this 
group calls for around 180 nurses. 

Adjunctive therapists averaged only 
10 per hospital. 

Social workers averaged 4.4 per hos- 
pital. Standards of the A.P.A. would 
indicate a need for 20. 

There was an average of 2.3 psy- 
chologists or one for each 800 patients. 
The A.P.A. standard calls for eight 
psychologists per hospital this size. 

The small growth in staff has not 
been sufficient to stall or reverse the 
trend of constantly increasing admis- 
sions. 

The Topeka State Hospital shows 
that by operating at a per patient per 
diem cost of $5.34, it not only was 
able to meet professional standards 
in most personnel categories, but also 
effected a startling, 25 per cent re- 
duction in the average daily patient 
census, 

With more professional help more 
patients have been cured, more have 
been discharged from the _ hospital, 
and more have gone back to society 
and to jobs. 

We have found that when the pro- 
fessional staff can meet A.P.A. stand- 
ards, approximately 82 per cent of

Between Book Ends Behind the Scrolls 


SECRETS OF THE DEAD SEA 
SCROLLS, by Hugh J. Schonfeld. 
(Thomas Yoseloff, 160 pgs., $4.50.) 


The 10 years that have passed since 
the discovery of the religious scrolls 
in cavés along the Dead Sea have been 
a period of much study. A good deal 
of work has gone into translation of 
the scrolls, which are generally con- 
ceded to be one of the really impor- 
tant Biblical finds of medern times. 


While certain portions of the trans- 
lations are included, primarily for 
purposes of comparison with other 
material from earlier discovery, Mr. 
Schonfield's chief interest in _ this 


scholarly work is in what lay behind 
the scrolls—what people wrote them, 
when, and under what circumstances. 


He concludes that they. probably 
were written by a religious group 
which sprang from the same basic 
stock as the Essenes, much of whose 
work had been found earlier. He be- 
lieves that the scrolls were most likely 
written in the first century A.D., pos- 
¢ibly ending at about the time of a 
Roman invasion along the banks of 
the Dead Sea. 

Mr. Schonfeld feels also that the 
scrolls most probably were written 
not as a history of events that had 
aiready transpired, but rather were a 


first admissions can be discharged in 
one year. 

But with staff substantially below 
the standard—as a result, usually, of 
appropriations below standards—our 
study indicates that only about 60 per 
cent of first admissions can be dis- 
charged.

ings — more beds, 
more capital plant 
to house and feed 
the swelling ranks of the institution- 
alized. 

If the Topeka State Hospital had 
been faced with an inpatient popula- 
tion growth similar to that shown by 
the 22 comparable hospitals, it would 
have required capital plant expansion 
expenditure of $10,000,000 from 1945 
to 1955, and it would require an addi- 
tional $7,000,000 by 1966. This does 
not include the increased cost of daily 
care for an increased patient popula- 
tion. 

It is our view that the Topeka State 
Hospital thus has saved at least this 
amount of money in capital expendi- 
tures by its increased expenditures 
for staff and for an intensive treat- 
ment program. Spending money when 
and where it can result in saving 
money is true economy. 


In the field of mental fllness, the 
interest of public spirit and the inter- 
est of dollar saving go hand in hand. 
Better treatment is more economical 
treatment,

$98,000,000 IN 
NEW U.S. AID 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (AP) 
~The United. States signed a 
new economic aid agreement 
totaling $98,000,000 with Com- 
munist Poland today. 

This raised $193,000,000 
the total of United States cred- 
its and other

assistance grant- 


to Poland within less than 
a vear. 

While there was no mention 
of it in the formal announce- 
ment by the State Department. 
the United States is supplying 
the assistance in the hope of 
building up Polish independ- 


ence of Soviet domination. 


The new agreement pro- 
vides: 
1. A total of $73,000,000 


worth of grains, fats and other 
Surplus agricultural products— 
including the cost of transpor- 
tation—to be supplied in ex- 
change for Polish zlotys. The 
United States will use this lo- 
cal currency for whatever pur- 
poses it wishes but if there is 
a balance left by March 1, 
1963, Poland will repurchase 
zlotys for dollars up to $2,810,- 
000 worth a year , 

This arrangement, made by 
many other nations with the 
United States to obtain surplus 
food supplies, avoids placing a 
drain on the dollar resources 
of the foreign countries in- | 
volved. Furthermore, since the 
local currencies are frequently 
used in part to build up the 
economies of those countries, 
this is a form of United States 
grant aid. 

2. A credit of $25,000,000 to 
be administered by the Export- 
Import Bank and to be used 
by Poland ‘for the purchase of 
a variety of materials. They 
include food, leather, textile 
and metal processing machin- 
ery; industrial items such as 
power handsaws and wire Ca- 
ble; and raw materials ranging 
from hides and artificial fibers 
to plastics and canned citrus 
fruit. 

The surplus farm goods, ac- 
cording to officials, include 
400,000 tons of wheat, cotton 
and other commodities. 


The $25,000,000 will come 
from President Eisenhower's 
special aid fund. Interest on 


this loan was expected to be 


415 per cent, with paymen's 
over 20 years.

SEGOVIA APPEARS 
IN GUITAR RECITAL 


brought

As an instrument of musical 
expression, the guitar has fal- 
len into rather a disreputable 
state Its most colorful ex- 
ponents have reduced it to a 
mere stage appurtenance, a 
butt of physical abuse, and an 
over-simplified background for 


a manner of vocal projection 
readily distinguishable from 
singing. 


Consequently, it is a refresh- 
ing and heartening experience 
to encounter a musician who 
takes the guitar seriously. Such 
a musician is Andres Segovia, 
who, last night continued the 
Principia Concert Series with 
a solo guitar recital in Howard 
Hall. Segovia clearly loves his 
instrument. An agreeably pud- 
gy gentleman, reserved in man- 
ner, and not given to outward 
demonstration, -he reveals his 
affection for the guitar in a 
variety of ways, not the least 
of which is his playing of it. 


Segovia weaves a delicate 
and intimate spell as he per- 
forms: so intimate, in fact, that 
it seems almost confidential. 


Indescribably subtle in its com- 
position, it sometimes fails to 
reach its audience with any ap- 
preciable impact. 

In fact, Segovia—I would say 
deliberately—avoids any overt 
projection of his art. It re- 
mains on the platform with 
him, and the listener, in order 
to share in the experience, 
must reach out to him. For 
this reason, Segovia’s recital 


was not strikingly easy to 
listen to. 

But it was in no way dis- 
appointing to one who chose to 


make the _ effort. Although 
hampered by a lack of original 
literature (Segovia drew upon 
music for lute, violin and 
pianoforte), he performed with 
a dexterity and conviction 
which transcended mere idiom. 
His performance of Scarlatti’s 
C Minor Sonata (No. 352 in 
Longo’s Edition) was skilfully 
molded, impecably  propor- 
tioned and balanced, and tinged 
with the most imaginative and 
evocative colors. 

A Bach Fugue, while lack- 
ing the brilliance of the origi- 
nal violin version, was contra- 
puntally lucid and imaginative- 
ly conceived. And one would 
hardly have suspected — with- 
out previous knowledge—that 
a Menuet of Rameau had been 
composed for harpsichord, so 
natural was Segovia's transla- 
tion of it to the guitar. Three 
encores mollified an enthusi- 
astic audience. 


ROBERT A, KISSACK DIES, 


FORMER SCHOOL TEACHER ‘ 


Robert A. Kissack, teacher 
in St. Louis public schools for 
28 years prior to 1926, died 
Feb. 7 at his home in Rich- 
mond, Va., friends here were 
informed yesterday.
